In Dakota, Wyoming, and Montana Territo- 
ries there was an aggregate population in 1860 
of 4,837, which had increased by 1870 to 48,604, 
or about 975 per cent. 

Thus we see that the farther West we go the 
greater was the increase of population. 

IN THE NEW ENGLAND STATES 

the increase was less than the natural increase 
of astationary population, because a large part 
was continually drawn off to the West. The 
recently-published statistics of the State of 
Massechusetts, giving its population at 1,651,912 
for the year 1875 shows that the total popula- 
taon of that State doubles in twenty-one years, 
and this is probably a longer period than is re- 
quired for the doubling of the population of any 
Wester States without the aia of immigration. 
Almost anywhere in the West life is on an easier 
scale for the laboring man than in any part of 
Massachusetts; consequently there is a 
greater per cent of marriages, and the 
consequent greater increase ef population. 
Even without any immigration from the East- 
ern States or from foreign countries, it might 
reasonably be expected that the population of 
all the States west of Chicago would double in 
the next eighteen years. 

The figures we have given above as the in- 
crease of population in the Western States are 
nearly all from the United 8 tates census of 
1870, which was in fact based upon the popula- 
tion at the close of 1869. But the increase in 
the far Western States and Territories did not 
begin to be important at that time. 

nn WESTWARD “STAR OF EMPIRE” 
had risen on these nearer States of Illinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota, but had not come 


to the horizon of Nebraska, Colorado, and 


Texas yet, as it has now, and the greatest in- 
crease in those States bas been since the ninth 
census wascompiled. Thus Colorado, which in 
1870 had only a transient population of 39,860, 
has now a vermanent one of nearly 150,000. 
Nebraska, which had. only 28,541 in 1860 and 
122,996 in 1870, now has an (estimated) popu- 
lation of 300,000. In Texas the great tide of 
immigration from the Northern States did not 
begin until within the past six years. This 
State, which in 1860 had only 604,215 inhabit- 
ants, and in 1870 only 818,599, and was then only 
the nineteenth in point of population as com- 
pared with the other States of the Union, now 
claims to be the fifth or sixth, and to have a pop- 
ulation largely over 2,000,000. 


Kansas, which had a population of only 364,399 
by the census of 1870, was found to have 610,363 
by the State census of 1873, thus nearly doubiwwg 
its population fm three years.

THE CAMP-MEETING. 
SUNDAY SERVICES. 

The attendance yesterday at Desplaines was 
unprecedentedly large. By those who have been 
regular attendants in previous years it is stated 
that alarger number were present than on any day 
hitherto in the history of those camp-meetings. 
If large congregations are desired, the leaders 
must have been abundantly satisfied, at least 
to the extent of removing a large portion of the 
odium, if there be any attached to the running 
of Sunday trains.

Over 750 persons slept on the ground Satur- 
day night, and the number present on Sunday 
is estimated to have been considerably over 
5,000. A more quiet and religiously-attentive 
crowd could scarcely have gathered together. 
The policemen report that no roughs or bad 
characters were present, and that nothing 
occurred during the day to detract from its 
sacred character. The weather during the aay 
was all that could be desired. The heat, whic 
otberwise would have been almost intolerable, 
was deliciously tempered by a cool breeze and 
the grateful s of the forest trees.

THE DRAFT FORGERS. 


Further Information in Regard to This 


Very Mysterious Case. 

The New York Worid ot the 24th has consid- 
erable regarding the forgers recently arrested 
here apd taken on East. What Jaye says re- 
garding Ely B. Weston, of this city, is corfect. 
When the detectives started out on their p- 
grimage they knew nothing of Weston. In the 
course of their investigations out here, how- 
ever, tht y ran across bim, and found he had 
been mixed up in some of the rascality they 
were looking after. Knowing that he was not 
very deep ip the mire, they believed that he 
would be apt to talk, and in this they were not 
mistaken, for he professed his readiness to 
„ue before he left here, Indeed, the 
washed drafts and the tracings of them, which 


form so much good evidence against Ges- 


ner, could hardly have been obtained 
without Weston, who told where they 
were secreted—in a horse-trough out in 
his arn on Wilcox avenue. Nothing was said 
of this at the time, in order that Gesner might 
not know how affairs stood. It is more than 


likely that the primary object of making ail 
these arrests was to squeeze the forgers and 
get out of them the money they had obtained— 
especially that gotten from the Third National 
Bank of New York,

A man representing himself as the Brotner of 
Nelson A. Gesner, one of the forgers arrested 

the detective, — in Chicago, presented 
himself at the Fif venue Hotel — 
afternoon and asked for bis brother. © cot as 
far up-stairs as thegtwo porters who protected 
Jayne's door, and by them was repulsed with 
the remark that if he wanted to see his brother 
be had better call at Ludlow Street Jail.

ner, putting on his hat, and the Sergeant and 
his prisoner walked out to Broadway, took a 
street-car, and went to police headquarters. 
There Gesner gave his name as William Nicker- 
son, and was putin a cell for the night, and at 
10 o'clock this morning will be taken to the 
Tombs, Police Court to answer to the charge of 
forging and uttering a check purporting to have 
been drawn on the Third National Bank of New 
York by Winslow, Lanier & Co., of this city, for 
$26,968.75, Dec. 8, 1876. 

Immediately after Gesner’s departure for 
police headquarters a Worid reporter sent a note 
to Mr. Jayne, requesting an interview, and after 
half an bour’s delay was admitted to the pres- 
ence of the detective. 

In willing to give you all the information 
that IL can,“ remarked Mr. Jayne, taking a seat 
by the window. Tou know that Gesner has 


just been taken to police headquarters, put I'm 


not in a position yet to tell everything thatel 
know. The newepa have e an infernal 
hullabaloo about this matter and have exagger- 
ated everything about the case. The 2 
newspapers got into a terrible stew about the 
affair first, and they got their information from 
a twowent Chicago constable named Tony 
Hartman, who made the arrests for me 
in Chicago, and then hel me bring 
the prisoners to New ork. Hartman 
went off at half-cock. This ease of Gesner’s had 
nothing to do with the forgery of the $64,000 
check of the New York Life-Insurance Com- 
pany, so far as I know. Several months ago I 
heard some facts about. the forgery on the 
Third National Bank, and I started to work up 
the case. What I did is no one's business, and 
it wouldn't interest the public anyhow. On the 
16th of Aagust I arrested Col. Nelson A. Ges- 


ner in Chicago, on a warrant issued by Justice 


Pollak. on a charge of forging and uttering the 
cheek tor es of Winsiow, Lanier & Co. 
on the Third National Bank. Col. Gesner lives 
in Lake City, Minn. He was born in New 
York City in 1837, and lived here during. his 
youth. t the breaking out of the War Gesner 
joined the army as Captain in the Mozart Regi- 
ment. Afterwards he became Lieutenant-Col- 
onel of the One Hundred and First Regiment of 
Volunteers, from Syracuse, N..N. All state- 
mente to the contrary notwithstanding, I 
know that Col. Gesner has never been 
arrested before. He is reputed to be a man of 
considerable wealth, and is certainly an accom- 
plished penman and a fine scholar. When l@r- 
rested Col. Gesner he took the matter very 
quietly. I informed him that he might take his 

| to come to New York imm ly or lie 
in jail in Chicago for the thirty days necessary 
for me to procure 4 warrant of extradition. He 
said that he preferred to come immediately, and 
wrote a letter signifying his wiuingness to ac- 
company me voluntarily as my prisoner to New 
York. The only other prisoner that I brought 
with me is Ely B. Weston, and he is not exactly 
a prisoner. hile in Chicago I learned some 
very damaging facts about Mr. Weston. I 
wouldu’t hurt a man’s feelings for world, 
but I went to Mr. Weston and, by a series of 
mild arguments amd my persuasive eloqueuce, 
induced him to accompany me to the metropo- 
lis. He is not a prisoner, He is perfectly free, 
and will appear as a Witness against Ges- 
ner. boarding at a New York hotel un- 
der au assumed name. I don’t want him in- 
terviewed, and you can't flud him. He wouldn’t 
talk if vou did. I don’t know anything about 
T. J. Henderson. I have beard of 4 man who 
went by the name of Henderson, Stevens, More, 
anda hundred other aliases, but haven't the 
pleasure of acquaintance.

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History of the Bridge—Its Original Oost 
Over Two Millions of Dollars, 


Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Ou, Neb., Aug. %.—wuring the storm 
this morning, shortly before daylight, two spans 
on the east end of the Union Pacific bridge went 
down with a loud crash, and, when the accident 
became generally reported ound the city, be- 
tween 7 and 8 o’clock, the people could hardly 
believe it until they had gone and viewed the 
ruin. The span that had rested on the Iowa 
approach lay on the embankment on the south 
side like a rail fence that had blown fiat over. 
The other span had fallen in the river and could 
not be seen. The two columns that had sup- 
ported the spans stil) stand firm and uninjured. 
The spans are not connected where they rest on 
the columns, so that if they fall, as they did in 
this case, they can 

EACH GO DOWN SEPARATELY. | 

The rails on the bridge are fastened together 
very firmly, and when the inside span went it 
took with it the south line of rail without snap- 
ping it, but twisting it downward so that one 
end is in the water. The north rails were 
twisted into a semi-circle, and were separated at 
the coupling. The casing around one of the 
columns supporting the third span is broken in 
two places, probably oy the falling of the irom 
work against it. 

The storm sprang up about 3 o’clock, wind, 
ruin, and hail coming down from the north- 
west in great violence, accompanied by 
terrific thunder and lightning. At about half- 
past 8 o’ciock the accident occurred. A me- 
jority of the people seem to be of opinion that 
the cyclone or whirlwind came sweeping down 
along the river, and struck the bridge wita full 
force, lifting the two spans from the columns 
and letting them fall as above described. It is 
a fact that at about this particular time 

THE WIND VERY SUDDENLY CHANGED 
from the northwest to the northeast, thus blow- 
ing in a southwesterly direction, and it was 
very likely this change that created the cyclone. 
The twisted appearance of the ironwork 
of the span that lies on the bank 
supports the theory of a whirlwind, 
or even waterspout. John Arnold says 
he was up at this hour, and saw an immense 
cloud passing down. the river lifting up the 
water in vast quantities in its c ourse, and whirl- 
ing it around in a funnel shape. 

Another theory is that the bridge was struck 
by lightning, but we have interviewed a well- 

electrician, and he says that this would 
be 
CONTRARY TO ALL LAWS OF ELECTRICITY. 
The twenty-two columns of iron having their 
base in the water, and resting on bed rock, are 
the best conduetors of electricity in the world. 

The night-watchman, John Peerson, who was 
in his little guard-house at the east end 
of the bridge, went down in his house 
with the span that rested on the Iowa side, and 
had a very narrow escape from losing his life. 
He became pended under the ruin, and received 
a severe cut in one of his legs, while his dog 
had ene of Hs legs entirely cut off Pierson 

REMAINED A PBISONER 
for half an hour, when he succeeded in freeing 
himself from the situation. Although the 
storm was still raging, he immediately secured 
a boat and started from the Nebraska side in 
order to give information of the accident before 
any trains should start over the bridge. He hada 
rough passage over the main channel, but succeed- 
ed in getting across after a hard struggle against 
the wind. He then burried on foot across the sand- 
bar, and swam across the second channel, and, 
climbing up the high bank, burried to the train- 
dispatcher’s office at the Union Pacific Depot, 
and informed the dispatcher of what had oe- 
curred. He reached the.office only a short time 
before the 5:10 a. m. train was to have crossed 
the bridge. However, had the train started be- 
fore he had got there, no accident would have 
oveurred, as trains run very slowly, not faster 
than a brisk walk, across the bridge, and 
A SHARP LOOKOUT I8 KEPT 

by the engineers, so that the chasm would have 
been observed in time to stop the train. 

Pierson holds that the bridge was struck by 
lightning. He says he saw it when it went 
down, and that it was a perfect sheet of fame; 
but it is very likely tha he was so confused 
that he really didn't know what caused the ac- 
cident. It is said, however, that at this partic- 
ular moment there was a 

TERRIFIC STROKE OF LIGHTNING 
and heavy thunder. 

An employe at the Union Pacific Depot was 
up at the time, and confirms Pierson’s state- 
ment, and says that he heard a loud crash, but 
had no idea that it was the bridge. So it will 
be seen that there is a difference of opinion. 

Telegraphic communication was entirely cut 
off with the East, as all the, wires which ran 
along the toy of the bridge were. broken for a 
short time. Early this morning communication 
was had with the East by way of Cheyenne, 
Denver, and Kansas City, but when the storm 
struck Kansas City, soon after the bridge was 
blown down, this circuit also was cut off. It 
will be several days before more than very 
limited telegraph service can be obtained by 
way of the Union Pacific bridge.
